William Stratton, chair of 
the Community Center Task 
Force, reported to the 
Greenbelt City Council at its 
August 21 work session on 
cost issues relating to the 
renovation of Center School 
as a community center. 
When the citizen group took 
another look at what are 
called schematic plans for 
the proposed center, they 
decided that things were 
getting too costly. These 
plans, drawn up by the 
architectural firm of Keyes 
Condon Florance (KCF), 
had been developed to pro¬ 
vide enough detail for rea¬ 
sonable cost estimates to be 
established. 

The schematic plans have fol¬ 
lowed upon the earlier process, 
involving a great deal of com¬ 
munity input, which resulted in 

composite wish list for pro¬ 
gram uses of the building. That 
earlier process, which was re¬ 
ported in January by KCF, had 
proceeded harmoniously. Most 
needs apparently could be ac¬ 
commodated, as long as some

doubling up on space uses could 
be arranged. At the time, how¬ 
ever, Stratton„ warned that the 
financial planning stage was 
likely to bring forth controversy 
if program plans had to be scaled 
back. 

In preparation for the work 
session, the task force in the 
previous week carefully studied 
the KCF cost estimates of $3.8 
millicn. Although these plans 
included alternates, the estimates 
still exceeded the city’s avail¬ 
able construction budget of $3-6 
million. 

Back to the drawing board, 
said the task force, urging the 
architectural firm to further re¬ 
duce the projected costs- Meet¬ 
ing on both August 25 and 27, 
the architects and the task force 
were able to come up with sev¬ 
eral scenarios, subject to policy 
decisions by council, which would 
bring the initial costs within the 
budgeted amount. These scenar¬ 
ios were presented at the work 
session, together with a draft 
business plan drawn up by the 
city staff. 

Asbestos Removal 

One issue left unresolved was 
whether or not asbestos remcv- 
al would be involved in the re¬ 
habilitation of the structure and, 
if so, who would pay for it. It 


is believed that the boiler room 
and basement crawl space, where 
electrical conduits and plumbing 
pipes are housed, would require 
such removal if the space is to 
be utilized. KCF would much 
prefer using that space for 
heating and air conditioning 
equipment, which would other¬ 
wise have to be placed on the 
roof. 

Previously County Executive 
Parris Glendening had indicated 
to the city that county and state 
funds would be available to as¬ 
sist with the asbestos removal 
problem but the commitment is 
so far unfunded. Nevertheless, 
the city-county agreement con¬ 
cerning transfer of the school 
property indicates that it would 
be turned over “in proper work¬ 
ing condition,” which couid con¬ 
ceivably require asbestos re¬ 
moval, estimated to cost $571,- 
000. Stratton urged that council 
negotiate expeditiously with the 
county so that responsibility for 
this potential cost could be 
worked out. 

Another variable that KOF 
planned to pin down through 
negotiation with the county fire 
marshal was what standards ap¬ 
plied according to the fire code.

“It was fairly normal,” re¬ 
marks Carolyn Goff after the 
first full day of classes at 
Greenbelt Center Elemen¬ 
tary School following the 
summer break. 

Goff is Greenbelt Center’s new 
principal. It has been a smooth 
transition for her, from director 
of the popular “After School 
Program” to principal following 
the retirement of John Van 
Schoonhoven last spring. She has 
a very positive attitude about 
the year ahead- Her four new 
teachers all promised to come 
back the next day, and only a 
few children got off at wrong 
bus stops. Not a bad start. 

Goff customarily spends 12 
hours a day at Greenbelt Cen¬ 
ter, arriving at 7:30 a.m. and 
leaving at 7:30 p.m. for her home 
in Rockville- She has been do¬ 
ing this since Van Schoonhoven 
persuaded her to leave her po¬ 
sition teaching history at Ken- 
more Middle School to direct the 
“After School Program” two 
years ago. 

In the past she had resisted 
becoming an administrator, al¬ 
though she had taken all the 
necessary leadership training 
courses. She loves the classroom 
and felt she could touch more 
lives there, “John convinced me 


that I could make a difference,” 
in this innovative program, she 
commented. Although she her¬ 
self is eligible to retire after 
30 years in the teaching pro¬ 
fession, she bubbles with enthu¬ 
siasm about the challenges ahead 
of her. 

Goff is proud of the dedication 
of the Greenbelt teachers. Last 
year, she notes, the school had 


one homeless family. Teachers 
picked the children up and 
brought them to school each day 
so they wouldn’t miss classes 
or be forced to attend different 
schools. Teachers still occasion¬ 
ally take students home on week¬ 
ends, Goff comments.

Greenbelt ? s 21st Outstanding 
Citizen Is Michael Burchick

“One of the best known people in Greenbelt, and one 
of the best liked”—that is how Tom Renahan, chair of the 
committee to choose the city’s Outstanding Citizen, describ¬ 
ed this year’s award-winner—Michael Burchick, A 50-year 
resident, Burchick was also called “a consummate volun¬ 
teer” and “a modest and value-centered man.” He auto¬ 
matically became parade marshall for the Labor Day parade. 


Thirteen members of Bur- 
chick’s family, including his wife, 
Myrna, children, grandchildren 
and great-grandchildren, follow¬ 
ed him on stage after his name 
was announced to enjoy with him 
the happy occasion. Visibly moved 
and surprised, Burchick pro¬ 
claimed himself “speechless.” He 
had been videotaping the opening 
ceremony, not recognizing him¬ 
self as the man described, he 
said, until his name was called. 
He could not imagine how the 
family conspiracy of silence had 
held so completely. 

Through the years Burchick 
has participated in several cre¬ 
ative responses in times of crisis 
involving the community. For 
example, he was among the group 
who helped form the cooperative 
that became Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. (GHI) in order to buy the 
housing stock of Greenbelt when 
the federal government decided 
to sell it off- In this way he 
worked to empower the town’s 
residents to remain in the homes 
they had grown to love- Next 
Burchick was active in the Wood¬ 
land Hills Community Associa¬ 
tion cooperative development of 
The Woodland Hills subdivision. 


In 1983, when the board of 
Greenbelt Consumer Services, the 
community’s original cooperative, 
decided to sell the grocery store 
and gas station in Greenbelt, 
Burchick was among a group of 
leaders who organized a new ven¬ 
ture, Greenbelt Consumer Co¬ 
operative (GCC), which bought 
the facilities and continues to 
provide retail services within the 
center of the town- Burchick

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Work Begins on Stabilizing 
Lake Park Stream Bank 

by Betsy Likowski 

It looks like a construction site in the “Buddy” Attick 
Lake Park, but the earth moving equipment and large pipes 
are part of the process of repairing stream bank erosion 
in the park. Work is scheduled to be done for most of this 
month on the stream that enters the lake park near Braden 
Field. The half of the stream closest to Braden Field will 
be worked on and the forebay into which that stream flows 
will be dredged. 


The heavy construction equip¬ 
ment, churned up mud, and 
crushed plants make it obvious 
that work is in progress. A close 
look at the stream bank reveals 
that work is already well along. 


The concrete slabs have all .-been 
removed. The slabs will be 
crushed and recycled. 

Attractive rocks have been 
plaiced in the pool next to Braden 
Field. In places the almost

straight up and down stream 
banks have been replaced by a 
moderate glope. In the stream 
itself large, black pipes channel 
most of the stream’s flow. 

The very steep and highly 
eroded banks of the stream dam¬ 
age Greenbelt Lake by adding silt 
to it- The steepness of the banks 
also increases the eroding power 
of the stream, especially down¬ 
stream. 

When a lot of water flows down 
the stream, such as after a heavy 
rainstorm, water shoots out of 
the Braden Field section of the 
stream and into the lake park 
secticn of the stream “like a 
nozzle of a hose/’ explained 
Celia Wilson, Director of Plan¬ 
ning and Development 

This project will stabilize the 
stream banks, correct the con¬ 
ditions contributing to erosion, 
and create habitat for the ani¬ 
mals, continued Wilson, When 
the work is done, the stream 
banks will be sloped, and plant¬ 
ed with native plants. The stream 
bed will be at least ten feet 
wide to thus slow the flow of 
water and will have three log 
dams placed at intervals to fur¬ 
ther slow the movement of the 
water. (Only one log is used 
for each dam so fish can jump 
over it and thus move around 
in the stream.) 

The forebay will also be dred¬ 
ged this month because it has 
filled up faster than expected. 


Silt in the forebay is the visible 
sign of the slow but sure dam¬ 
age the eroded stream banks 
have done to the lake by adding 
silt. 

Where does the stream start 
and where do its waters come 
from? The main source of the 
stream is run-off and storm wa¬ 
ter from a large section of the 
central part of Greenbelt That 
means that rain water that runs 
off the parking lots by the 
Roosevelt Center, Roosevelt Cen¬ 
ter itself and nearby parts of 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. moves into 
storm drains, coming out at the 
surface again to form the stream 
next to the Co-op parking lot 
The stream flows along the edge 
of Braden Field and then into 
the lake park- During heavy rain 
storms, a large amount of wa¬ 
ter rushes down the storm drains 
and into the stream, having pow¬ 
er to cause a lot of erosion dam¬ 
age. This erosion damage is what 
hurts the lake.

Because Center School is. a his¬ 
toric building, with construction 
amenities different from those 
in the present fire code, how the 
code would be applied is subject 
to interpretation, according to 
KCF spokesman Russell Perry. 
If a sprinkler system is not re¬ 
quired, a savings of about $78,000 
would be realized. 

Possible Reductions 

If the city were to go ahead 
with the “full build” alternative 
presented at the January meet¬ 
ing, including full replacement of 
windows and roof, the total cost 
would be $4.8 million, Deputy 
City Manager Michael McLaugh¬ 
lin said. However, by deferring 
a number of items and deducting 
others from the plan, a number 
of cost reductions could be real¬ 
ized. 

Among possible options were 
deferring full replacement of 
windows. Only the windows 
across the front facade might 
be replaced at once, KCF sug¬ 
gested, and even these might be 
replaced at a later time. By 
scraping and painting, the pres¬ 
ent steel windows could be made 
to serve for several ye*rs 

KOF also found the roof on 
the original structure in good 
condition — serviceable for at 
least five years. The roof above 
the kitchen needs replacement 
immediately, however, and the 
roof over the 1967 addition is 
in poor condition, KCF found. 
Leaving the building “in proper 
working condition” might require 
this work to be paid for by the 
county. 

Because the original structure 
is in quite good condition, much 
exterior restoration, such as re¬ 
pairing existing cracks and 
painting could be deferred as 
well, postponing an expense of 
about $147,000. Miscellaneous 
items such as carpeting and in¬ 
stallation of a dance floor could 
also be deferred (saving $438,- 
000). If the black box theater 
were to be deferred, another 
projected $473,000 could be eli¬ 
minated from the initial costs. 

Because of the slow construc¬ 
tion market of the present time 
in the Washington area, KCF 
has also reduced from 6 per cent 
to 3 per cent the cost escalation 
factor, eliminating about $120,- 
000 . 

One item in the January plans, 
rest rooms near the lobby en¬ 
trance of the proposed theater 
section of the 1967 portion of 
the building, was eliminated al¬ 
together to save costs, Phil 
Esocoff of KCF said. Instead 
they recommended taking advan¬ 
tage of any existing plumbing 
that was usable. “We would like 
(the community center) to look 
like any fine old building that 
had been brought up to code,” 
he said. The firm had also pre¬ 
pared some 13 pages of possible 
line item deductions, he indi¬ 
cated. 

Site Development 

Noting that the projected $3.6 
million expenditure included no 
reference to site work, Mayor 
Pro Tern Thomas White ex¬ 
pressed dissatisfaction. “What’s 
so magical about the $3.6 million 
when the site costs are not con¬ 
sidered?” he asked. 

McLaughlin said that site 
work costs had not been fac¬ 
tored in because these were to 
be included in the total plans for 
redeveloping the Roosevelt Cen¬ 
ter parking lots. Originally these 
plans had been assigned to Ma¬ 
oris, Hendricks, Glascock with 
Trace Associates; and when the 
projected cost had come in about 
$1 million above the planned 
expenditure, the city had turned 
to another firm, Greenman- 


Pedersen, Inc. Their work was 
still in process, McLaughlin said. 

Without reference to parking 
needs for the building — part 
of the larger parking lot plans 
for the entire Center area — the 
only site changes relative to 
the building itself, Perry sug¬ 
gested, would be regrading of 
the “entry sequence” for the 
theater. 

Although all these items to be 
deferred would eventually need 
to be carried out, phasing them 
in as funds became available 
could possibly lighten the finan¬ 
cial load 

Tax Increase Needed? 

McLaughlin’s report to council 
estimated $375,000 in annual op¬ 
erating costs for the community 
center, offset by a projected 
$136,000 in rental fees. He felt 
that other sources of funding 
would also be available, such as 
a state historical grant program. 

Janet Parker, a task force 
member, felt that revenue could 
be gained fro muse of the gym, 


such as volley ball and wheel¬ 
chair basketball. She strongly 
disputed White’s suggestion, 
however, that the gym could be 
used as a theater. This would 
conflict with other appropriate 
uses, Parker said. The space is 
not suitable for meetings, she 
said. “It’s hot. You can’t see. 
You can’t hear.” 

Besides the need to finance the 
building’s operating cost, which 
amounted to the yield from a 
five cent property tax levy, Mc¬ 
Laughlin advised that the city 
would need to raise another $260,- 
000 for payment of principal and 
interest on the $3,000,000 bond 
issue authorized for this project, 
another cost equal to five cents 
on the tax rate for a cumulative 
impact of a 10 cent tax levy. 

Agreeing with City Manage/ 
Daniel Hobbs that this had been 
a great deal of information to 
try to digest at once, council re¬ 
quested that this subject be 
placed on the Tuesday, Septem¬ 
ber 15 regular meeting agenda.

He also took 
a leading role in trying to re¬ 
vitalize the Roosevelt Center.

School Program/' she never 
dreamed that she would become 
principal. When Van Schoonhov- 
en unexpectedly announced his 
retirement, Goff was appointed 
aicting principal. “When John 
told me he was retiring, I was 
very surprised,” she says. Van- 
Schoonhoven commented that he 
felt good about retiring, confi¬ 
dent that Goff, whom he de¬ 
scribed as a caring person and a 
highly - competent administrator, 
would replace him. 

Goff worries about the future 
of the “After School Program,” 
so important to children of 
working parents. The school pro¬ 
vides a safe haven, academic 
instruction and enrichment class¬ 
es at the end of the regular 
school day for 150 students. But 
this is the last year of funding 
under the conditions of the 
Casey foundation grant. Another 
source of funding must be found 
if it is to continue next year. 
Goff wants to expand the pro¬ 
gram to provide more counsel¬ 
ing and parent involvement with 
the focus on improving the child's 
self esteem. She is applying for 
a grant from the federal Depart¬ 
ment of Health and Human Ser¬ 


vices. 

Administrative Goals 

As principal, her goals are 
simple: Provide each child with 
a safe and productive school en¬ 
vironment. “I want to work hard 
to turn discipline problems into 
positive gains,” she states, and, 
“I want more ‘hands on' teaching 
of math and science.” Goff 
stresses that her approach to 
effective teaching is not through 
textbooks and ditto sheets, but 
what she calls “active learning.” 
Children learn science best by 
performing experiments, not by 
reading, she affirms. 

She is a proponent of coopera¬ 
tive learning in which two to 
four children work together to 
solve problems. Each person in 
the group has a different role; 
each contributes to the group 
grade. Children may move from 
group to group depending on the 
assignment. “Children are social 
by nature,” Goff asserts, “and 
cooperative learning is more fun. 
Children learn academic as well 
as social skills” through coop¬ 
erative learning experiences. 

New School 

By this time next year, stu¬ 
dents at Greenbelt Center will 
be going to the new school be¬ 
ing constructed on Ridge Road. 
“We'll miss the location here,” 
Goff comments, citing the library

and the swimming pool as facili¬ 
ties which will no longer be eas¬ 
ily accessible. “But we look for¬ 
ward to air conditioning,” she 
sighs wistfully, her eyes scan¬ 
ning the 1937 vintage building 
no longer considered conducive 
to today's educational programs. 

Unlike many schools in Prince 
Georges County that are suf¬ 
fering from State cutbacks in 
funding, Goff foresees having 
extra money which traditionally 
is available to a new school. 
She expects to spend it on more 
computers, art supplies and sci¬ 
ence equipment. 

She also looks forward to be¬ 
ing able to develop more fully 
her concept of departmentaliza¬ 
tion of the teaching staff. “It's 
hard for one person to teach all 
subjects* Not every teacher is 
good in everything.” She would 
like teachers to specialize more, 
so students or teachers can move 
from classroom to classroom. 
“This builds on the strength of 
teachers,” she asserts, “and helps 
students adapt more easily to 
the middle school environment” 

She has introduced the con¬ 
cept on a voluntary basis this 
year, but will be moving more 
firmly in that direction next 
year when the new building will 
facilitate team teaching. Not 
everyone is enthusiastic, she ad¬ 
mits. “It takes more meetings 
and more commitment to build 
a team teaching approach,” she 
says. 

Goff is careful not to force her 
ideas on teachers. She appre¬ 
ciates their support. Many staff 
members and parents wrote to 
Edward Pelegy, the superintend¬ 
ent of schools, urging her ap¬ 
pointment as principal. Teachers 
praise her commitment and her 
enthusiasm, recognizing that she 
identifies with them after her 
many years of teaching herself. 
She seeks to emulate VanSchoon- 
hoven's retention record. No 
Center School teachers have ap¬ 
plied for transfers to other 

schools in the past 10 years* 
Those who do leave, she says, 

generally retire. 

The four new teachers hired 

this year replaced retiring teach¬ 
ers. As she filled the vacancies, 
Goff sought people with strong 
backgrounds teaching in an urban 
setting. She had hoped to hire 
male teachers, but none applied 
with the type of experience she 
felt was necessary. 

Greenbelt Center, one of seven 
schools that won the statewide 
competition for the “School of 
Excellence” award, will advance 
to the national program this 
year. Clearly, with the focus so 
often on the magnet schools, 
Greenbelt Center's students and 
teachers are striving to be the 
best they can be—with their 
new principal, Carolyn Goff, at 
the helm, cheering them on.

OK'd for MD 193 

The State Highway Adminis¬ 
tration Office of Planning an¬ 
nounced two bicycle-related im¬ 
provements to MD 193 in the 
Greenbelt/ Adelp hi/Coliege Park 
area. Signs with the message 
"Share the Road with Bicycles" 
will be installed. In addition, the 
roadway will be restriped to 
yidld a curb lane wide enough 
for shared bike/motor vehicle 
use. This action responds to a 
survey that shows MD 193 is 
one of the heaviest used east/ 
west routes for bicycle trans¬ 
portation in this area. 

The SHA approach deviates 
from the County Trails Plan 
which shows a two-way bike 
path adjacent to the south side 
of the roadway. The 1991 Ameri¬ 
can Association of State High¬ 
way and Transportation Offi¬ 
cials Guide for the Development 
of Bicycle Facilities criticizes 
that type of separate bike path 
because of the many operattonal 
problems they create. It states 
that wide curb lanes or bike 
lanes in the roadway may be 
the best way to provide for bi¬ 
cycle traffic on arterial roads. 
The League of American Wheel¬ 
men position papers on bike path 
design also state that making all 
roads bicycle compatible ii a 
better approach than building 
separate paths. 

Work started in October on a 
project to widen the Greenbelt 
Road bridge over the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway. Wide curb 
lanes will be continued over the 
bridge span to accommodate bi¬ 
cycle traffic.
